men therefore being employed in the fervice ofthe -

Thus if 
utterly uncertaine when and where to finde the 
Sownd ;’ a thouland fadde imaginations overtooke 
our perplexed minds ; all of us afftedly knowing, - 
that.a million of miferics would of neceffitie enfue, . 
if wee found not the fhips,wheteby to fave our paf- - 
fage. In this diftracted time of our thoughts , wee - 
Were. now againe the {econdtimerunneas farre to 
the Sewt/rrard-as at the firth: and finding by all rea- 
onshereuppa,how that there-was no likelihood at. 

_ allof finding any fuch place further tothe Sosth-. - 
ward, we wended the Shallop the fecond timeunto. 
the Northward,, Willam Fakely hereupon , being . 

‘Yawilling to conde{cend.untoeyr agreement. Rill 
perfwadedus, that That cold not pofibly bee our 








Canrfé': but we not trufting any longer.unto his un-_- 
skilfull, perfivations, (though allin hira was outt of 
good-will, and trong conceit of his being in the 
rights )bent our Conrfe to the Worthward; and hee - 
not confenting to fteere any longer, I tookethe . 
Oare out of hishandto fteere the Boate withall.. - 
The weather, all this while. continued faire and 4 
cleare,, andiit leafed God at the very, inftant, ume, 

tofend the winde Eafferly : which advantage wee - 
thankfully apprehending, prefently fet fayle. The 

winde increafed freth and large, and our Shallop

taine, whether or not they might be at Botiie Cove, 


(three leagues diftant ontheotherfideofthe Sema) 


riding there under the Zoome of the land;againe re~ 
turne unto us with this faddenewes. The ftorme of 
winde hitherto continuing , about mid-night fell 
ftarke calme: whereupon we,unwilling tolofe our 
firft opportunity departed towards Bottle Cove; be- 
twixt hope and feare of finding the fhips there: 
whither commingthe two & twentieth, and finding 
the hips departed, we, having neither Pro, Plat, 
nor Compaffe for our directors to the Eafward, 
found our {elves (God he knoweéth) to have. ne 
Ops

hope of any delivery outof that apparent danger. 
Our feares increafed uponus, even whil’ft we con- 
_ faleed whether it were fafeft foruscither to goe or 
ftay. If goe,then thought wee upon the dangersin 
fayling , by reafon of the much yce inthe way; as 
~ alfo ofthe difhicultic in finding the placc,when wee 
fhould comethcreabouts. If we refolved ftill to re- 
maine at Bell Sownd, then wee thought that no other 
thing could be looked for, but amiferable anda pi-_ 
ning death, feeing there appeared no poflibility of 
inhabiting there,or to endure fo long, fo darkfome, 
andfobitterawinter. ; 

And thus were our thoughts at that time diftra- 
&ed, thus wereourfeares increafed, nor were they 
_ caufelefie feares altogether.’ Well, wee knew that 
neither Chriftian or Heathen people,had ever before 


inhabited chofe defolateanduntemperate Clymates. 


This alfo,to.increafe our feares , had: wee certainly. 
heard ; howthatthe Merchants having in former 
times much defired, and that with proffer of great 
_ rewards forthe hazarding of their lives, and of fuf- 
ficient furniture ‘and‘provifion of all things that 
might beethought neceffary for fuch an underta- 
king,toany that would adventure to winter in thofe 
‘parts; couldnever yet finde any fo hardy, as to ex- 
pofe their lives unto fo hazardous an undertaking: 


" yeanotwithftanding thefe proffers had beenemade . 


both unto Mariners. of good experience, and of 
noblerefolutions, andalfo unto divers other bold 
{pirits; yet had the.action of wintering in thofe 
parts,never by any beene hitherto undertaken. This

Coratleaft {poyled:with the Sea-water; ) for which 
we hadtakeft. fuch paines,and run fuch adventures 
inthe getting:  In,thisour miferie wee faw. no. way 
but.one;( andthat.a very. defperate onc) namely,ta 
runne prefently: into the Aigh-mronght Sea, getting 
by that meanes' intoour Shallops to, fave the.re- 
mainder of our provifions, ready now to bewafhe 
quiteaway by.the billowes: A #adferthereupon we 
got, which faftning unto our Shallops, wee,witha 
Crabbe or Capftang,by maine force of hand heaved 


them out of the water upon the fhoare. ‘Thisdone, - 


allalong the Seafide, we goe; feeking there and ta- 
king up fuch of our provifions 5 as were: fwumme 


away .from our Shallops.

Oyle) fromthence we fetcht our materials. That: 
Tent furnifht us with 150 Deale-boards , belides. 
Pofts or Stancheons, and Rafters. From three Chim. ._ 
neys of the Furnaces wherein they ufed to boyle. 
their Oy/es, wee brought athoufand Bricks: there 
alfo found weethree Hogfheadsof very fine Zyme, _ 
of which ftuffe wee alfo fetcht another Hogfhead : 
from Bostle Cove, onthe otherfideofthe Sswad, 
fome three leagues diftant. Mingling this Lyme . 
withthe Sand ef the Sea fhore,we madevery excel-. _ 
lent. good morter forthe laying of our Bricks: fal=- 
ling to worke whereupon, the weather wasfoex-: _ 
treamecold,as that we were fainetomaketwo fires’ 
tokeepe our morter from freezing. Wiliam Fakely 
and my. felfe undertaking the afonrie, began to. 


raife:awall of onebrickethicknelle,again{tthe in- 
ner planks of thefide ofthe Tent. Whileft:we were 
laying of thefe. Bricks... thereft ofour Companie 
were otherwife employedevery oneofthem: fome 


in taking them dowmne:, others inmaking ofthem~ 
cleane, and in bringing them: in baskets. into-the’ 


Fent:: Some: in making morter, and hewing.of 
boardsto build the other fide withall : andtwoo- 


thers all chewhile, in laying ofour Venifon. And: 


thus having buile che two outermoft fidesiof the 


‘Tent. 
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“Tent with Bricksand Morter , and our Bricks now 
_almoft fpent , weewere enforc’t to build the orhet 
two fides with Boards; andthatin this manner. 
“Firft, we nayl’d our Deale boards on one fide ofthe 
Poff or Stancheon, to the thicknefle of one foot; 
-gnd'on the other fide in like manner: and fo filling 

_-upthe hollow place betweene with fand, itbecame — 
fo tight and warme , as not the leaft breath of ayre 
-~ -could poffibly annoy us: Our Chimneys vent was 
into the greater Tent, being the ‘breadth of one 
-. .deale board, and foure footlong. The length of 
~ this our Tent wastwenty foot,and the breadth fix- 
- teene; the heighth tenne: our feeling being Deale 
boards five or fixe times double, the middle of one, 
joyning foclofe tothe fhut of the other, that no 
_ -winde could poffibly get betweene. As for our 
doore., befides our making it fo clofe as poffibly it 
could fhut; we lined it moreover with a bed that we 
found lying there, which came over both theo- 
‘pening and the fhuttingof it. As for windowes,we 
madenoneatall: fothatour light wee brought in 
through the greater Tent,by removing two or three 
tyles intheeaves , which light came tous through 
‘the vent ofour Chimney. Ournext worke was, to 
fet up foure Cabbins , billetting our {elves two 
andtwoina Cabbine. Our beds were the Deeres 
skinnes dryed, which wee foundtobe extrsordi- 
nary warme, anda very comfortable kinde of lod- 
ging to us in our diftreffe. Ournext care then was 
for firing to dreffe our meate withall, and forkeep- 
ing away the cold. Examining therefore all the 
Shallopsthat had beenc left a-thoare there by the 
: d | ‘Dp 2 Ships, 
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Ships, we found feven of them very crazie, and not 
ferviceable forthe next yeare. Thofe wee made 
bold withall , brakethemvp,andcarriedtheminto 
- ourhoufe, fowmag themoverthebeamesinmanner j 
ofa floore; intending alfoto fow the reft of our ; 
firing over them, fo to make the outer Test the 
warmer, andto keepe withallthe fhowfromdry- 
ving through the tyles intothe Tent : which fnow 
. would otherwife have covered every thing, and 
have hindered us in comming-at what wee wanted, 
Wien the weather was now growne cold, andthe 
dayes fhort, (or rather nodayesatall) weemade © 
bold to ffavefome emptie Caskethat were there. 
left the yeare before: tothe quantitie of 100" ~ 
_ ‘Tunne atleaft. We alfomadeufe of fome planks, __ 
_andoftwoold Coolers( whereinthey cool’d their 
Oyle) and of whatfoever might well bee fpared, 
without damnifying ofthevoyage thenextyeare. — 
Thus having gotten together all the firingthatwee _ 
could poflibly make,except we would make {poyle 
of the Shallops and Coolers that werethere, which 
might eafily have overthrowne the next yeares 
voyage,to the great hinderance of the Worfhipfull 
Companie, whofefervants webeing, wereevery - 
way carefull.of their profite. Comparingtherefore 
the {aml quantitic. of our wood , together with the 
coldneffe of che weather,and the length of time that 
there wee were likely to abide; weecaft about to 
husband our ftocke as thriftily as wee could, devi- 
fing totrie a new conclufion: Our tryall was this. 
When wee rak't up our fire atnight, witha good 
quantitic of afhes and of embers , wee sass re Boe 
: midayt ie: 
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‘midd’ft of ita piece of Elmen wood? where after- — 


ithad laine fixtcene houres’, we at out opening of it 
found great ftoye of fire upon it; whereupon wee 


made acommon practice of it ever after. Itnever 
_ went out in eight moneths together or thereabouts, 


Having thus provided both our bose and firing; 
uponthe twelfth of Septessbera{mall quantity of 
drift yce, came driving to and fro inthe Sewnd. 
Early inthe morning therefore wee arofe,and lock- 


ing every where abroad, we at laftefpyed two Sea- 
~ horfés lying aefleepe upon a piece of yce: prefently 
_ thereupon taking up an old Harping Ironthat there’ 
lay inthe Tent,& faftning a Grapwed Roape unto it, — 


out lanch’t wee our Boate'to row towards them. 
Comming fomething neere them, wee perceived 


‘themtobe fafta-fleepe: which my felfe,then fteer- 


ing the Boate, firft perceiving, fpaketo the rowers 


“tohold ftill their Oares , for feare of awaking them 


with the crafhing of the yce; and I, skulling the 
Boate eafily along, came foncere at length unto 
them, thatthe Shallopseven touch’t one of them. 
At which infant Widsam Fakely being ready with 
his Harping Iron, heav'd it{o ftrongly into the-o/d 


ene, that hee quite difturbed her ofher reft :\ after — 


which fhee receiving five or fixe thrufts with our 
lances; fell into a founder fleepe of death. Thus ha- 
ving difpatch’t the e/done, the younger being Joath 


to leave her damme, continued {wimming {fo long 


about our Boate, that with our lances-wee kill her 


_ alfo. Haling them both after this:into the Boate,we 


towed a-fhoare, flayed our Sea-horjfes , cut them 
in pieces, tosoaftand cate them. The nineteenth 
: Ree ee 3 of 
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ofthe fame moneth we faw other Sea-horfes , fleep- 
ing alfoin like manner upon {everall pieces of yce: 
but the weather being cold, they defired nor to ~ 
-fleepe fo much as before; and thereforecouldwee> __ 
- kill but one of them: of which one being right 
glad,wereturnedagaineintoourTent. 
The nights at this time, and the cold weather . - 
-increafed fo faftuponus, that weewere outofall 
hopes of getting any more foode before thenext: 
-Spring: our onely hopes were, to killa Beare now 
andthen, that might by chance wander that way: 
‘The next day therefore taking an exacter furvey _ 
ofall our vidtuals, and finding our proportion too — 
2 {mall by halfe, for our time and. companies wee ae 
is . greed among our felvesto come to Afowauce, that _ 
is, to.ftint our felvesto one reafonable meale a day,” 
and to keepe -Weduefdayes and Fridayes Fafting 
-# The/e be the dayes ; excepting fromthe * Fritters or Graves of 
spss ad the hale (a very loathfome meate)of which we al- 
whale, whics lowed our felves fuilicient to fuffice our prefent 
_ re flmgewty hunger: and at this dyet we continued fome three 
rh rete ya monethsor thereabouts, dn a ae 
- Of ite Having by this time finifhed what ever we poffi- 
bly could invent, for our prefervations in that defo- — 
late defert,our clothes & fhooes alfo were foworne 
—~ and torne (allo pieces almoft) that wee muft of ne- 
-cefity invent: fome new device fortheir reparati- 
ons. Of Roape-yarne therefore, we madeus thread, - 
& of Whale-bones needles to few our clothes withall. 
The nights were wax’t very lang, and by thetenth 
of Odfober the.cold:fo-violent, thattheSea was 
frozen over: which had beene enough to haue 
si one Poe daunted 
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~" gaunted the moft affured refolations, At which 
time our bufineffe being over, and nothing now to 
exercife our mindes upon ; our headsbegan then to 
be troubled witha thoufand forts of imaginations. 
Then had wee leifure ( morethan enough) to com- 
- plaine our felves of our prefent and moft miferable 
conditions. Then had wee time to bewaile our 
-wivesandchildrenat home; and to imagine what 
newes our unfortunate mifcarriages muft needes be 
untothem. Thenthought wee of our parents alfo, 
and what acutting Corafive it would beto them,to 
heare of the untimely deaths of their children. O- 
therwhiles againe, wee revive our felves with fome 
comfort, that our friends might take,in hoping that 


it might pleafe Ged to preferve us(even in this poore » 


- eftare)uatill thenext yeare.Sometimes did we varie 


our griefes, complaining one while of the cruelty - 


of our. Mafer, that would offer toleave usto thefe 


diftreffes: and then prefently againe fell wee,not 
onely to excufe hini , but to lament both him and . 
his companie, fearing they had beene overtaken’ 


by the yce, and miferably that way perifhed. 


Thus tormented in mind-with our doubts, our - 


feares, and our griefes; and in our bodies with hun- 
per, cold, and wants ;that hideous mon fter of de- 


fperation, began now to prefent his uglieft fhape 
watous : henow purified us, hee now laboured to - 
feize uporrus. Thus finding our felvesin aLaby. - 
rinth as it were,of a perpetuall miferie,wee thought » 
irnot beft to give too much way unto our gricfess 
fearing , they alfo would moft of allhave wrought . 


upon our weakenefle. Our prayers we HOW ot 
a Ste. ¢ 
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bleduntothe 4 /mighty, for ftrengthand patience, 
inthefe our miferies : andthe Lordgracioufly lift. 
ned unto us,andgrantedthefeour petitions. By his 
affiftance therefore , wee fhookeoffthefethoughts, _ 
and cheer’d up our felves againe , to ufe the bet :

. Now therefore began we tothinke upon our /e- — 
wifon,and the preferving of that; and howtoorder 

» ourfrieg in thiscold weather. For feare therefore 
our fring fhould faileus atthe end of the yeare, we 
thought belt to roaft every day haltea Deere,and to ' 
ffow it-in hogtheads. Which wee putting now in 
practice, wee forthwith filledthreeHogtheadsand 

_anhalfe;deaving fo much raw, as would feryero |

This conclufion being madeamongft us; thea — 
fell weeagaine to bethinkeusof our miferies, both - 
paffed andto come: and how, ¢houghifit pleafed. - 
God to giveus life; yetfhould) weliveasbanifhed. 
men, not onely from our friends, but from all other _ 
companie, Then thought weofthe pinching cold; 
and of the pining hunger: \thefewereourthoughts, _ 
this our-difcourfe to pafle away the time withall. 
But as if all this miferie had beene toolittle,wepre- 
fently found another increafe of it: For, exami- 
hing our provifions once more, wee found thatall 

_ our Frittars of the Whale were almott {poyled with’ 

the wetthatthey had taken: after which by lying | 
fo clofe tegether,they were now growne mouldie:_ 
And our BeareandFenifon we perceiyedagsinenot 
to amount tofuchaquantity, asto allow us five ~ 

’ fr 3 | meales 
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_ thealesawecke + whereupon we were faine to fhor- 
© temour ftomacks of one mealé more: fo that for 
the fpace of three moneths after that, we for foure 
‘dayes in the weeke fed uponthe unfavory and 
mouildie'Frittars, aiid the other three, we feafted ic 
_ with Beare and Yenifon. But as if it were not enough 
_ for usto want meate , we now began to wart ligit 
alfo : allourmeales proved fuppers now , for little 
lightcould we fee ; eventhe glorious Sunne (asif 
- ngwitling to behold ourmiferies)masking his love- 
ly face from us, underthe fable vaile ofcole- blacke 
_. night. Thus from the fourteenth ofocober, till the 
third of February, we never faw the Sanne; nordid 
bee all that time, ever fo muchas peepe above the 
2 Horizon, But the Adoone we faw at alltimes; day and 
‘night (whenthe cleudes obfcured her not) fhining 
as bright as thee doth in Eagland. The Skie, ‘tis 
true, is very: muchroubled with thicke and blacke 
weather allthe Winter time : fo thatrthen,we could 
‘not fee the Mooxe,nor could difcerne what point of 
the Compaffe fhee bore uponus. Akinde of day- 
light wee had indeed; which elimmer’d fomecighe 
houres a day unto us,in Oobertime I meane: for 
-- from thence untothe ‘firftof December , even that 
light was fhortencd tenne or twelve minnts a day 
confantly ¢.fothatfrom thedirkt of December vill 
the twenticth;there appeared no light at all; but all 
was one continued night. All that wee could per- 
ceive was,tharinacleare feafon now and then,there 
appeared.a little glare of white, like fome fhow of 
day towards thedouth :) but no light at all. And 
this continued tithe firlt ofanwary , by which 
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time wee might perceivethe daya little to increafe, 

All this. darkefome time, no certainety:conld wee- 

have whenit fhould beday , or whennight: onely. 

_ my felfe outofmine ownelittle judgement , kept 
| the obfervation of it thus. Firft. bearing inminde 
| the number of the Epad?y Imademy addition bya’ 
_ day fuppofed, (though not abfolutely to be known, 

by reafon.of the darkenefle) by which I judged of 
the age of the Moene: andthisgave me my tule of 
= the pafling of thetime; fo thatat the comming of 
1 the Ships.into the Pors,Itold them the very. day of 
| the moneth,as directly asthey themfelves could tel! 
mee. | eet. 
Atthe beginning of this darkefome, irkefomne 
time, wee fought fome meanes of preferving jight: 
amongit us : finding thereforea piece of Sheere-/ead 
over a {eame of one of the Coolers;that we ript off, 
and made three Lampes-of it : which maintaini 
With Oy/ethat wee found in the Coopers Tent, and. 
Roape-yarne, ferving us in fteed of Candle-weekes, 
wee kept them continually burning, And this was 
a greatcomfort tous in our extremity. Thus did we. 
our belt. to preferve our felves; butall this could 
not fecureus; for wee in ourowne thoughts , ae- 
counted our {elves butdead men; and thatour Tenr 
was then our darkefome dungeon , and we did bur 
waite our day of tryall by our judge ,toknow whe- 
ther wee fhould live ordye. Our extremities being 
fo many,made us fometimes in impatient fpeeches. 
to breake forth againit the caufers of our miferies : 
but then againe; ‘our con{ciences telling us ‘of our 
owne evill defervings ; we taokeit cither fora pu-’ 
HE nifhment 
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nifament upon us for our former wickedlives ; or 
elfe foran example of Gods mercie,in our wonder- | 

, full deliverance. Humbling our felves therefore un- a 
der the mighty hand of God, wee caft downe our = | 

_ felves before him in prayer, two or threetimesa a 
_ .day,which courfe. we conftantly held ali the rime of a 
our mifery. oar | i | | 

Thenew yeare now begun, asthe dayes began to 
lengthen, fo the cold began to firengthen: which cold 
came at laftto that extremitie, as thar it would raife g 

~ plifters in our lefh, as if wee had beene burnt with : 
fire: and ifweetouch’t ‘ron at anytime, it would 
 fticke to-our fingers like Bird-lime. Sometimes if 
we went but out a-doores to fetch ina little water, 
the-cold would nipus in fach fort, that it madeus 
as fore asif weehad beene beaten in fome cruell 
manner. Albthe firftt part of the Winter, we found 
water under the yce, that lay upon the Bache onthe 

_ Sea-fhoate. Which water iffued out of an high Bay 
' erClifeofyce, and ranneinto the hollow ofthe 
Bache, there remaining with a thicke yce over it: 
which yce, wee at one certaine place daily digging 
through with pick-axes, tooke fo much water as 

ferved for our drinking. 

This continued with us untill the tenth of Zazs- 
arie: and then were wee faineto make fhife with 

_{now-water;which wemeltedby putting hot Irons 
into it. Andthis was our drinke untill the twentieth 
of May fo\lowing. 

By the laft of Januarie,were the dayes growne to 
fome feven or eight houres long; and then we again 
togke another view. of our viduals: which we now

us above fixetwveekes longer. And this bredafar- |

: golden face {miled once againe upon us; ather ri- 
fing out of her-bed: fornow the glorious Sunne 
with his glittering beames , beganto guildthe high. © 
elttops of the loftie mountaines. T hebrightnefle of 
"the Sunae, and the whitenefle of the {now, bothto- 
gether wasfuch , asthatic was able to haverevived 
evena dying {pirits Buttomake anew addition to. 3 
our new joy; We might perceive two Beares, (a thee 
one with her‘Cubbe ) now. comming towards our 
Tent : whercuponwee ftraight arming our felyes: 
With our lances, ifued out-of. the Tent to await. 
her comming. Shee foonecatt her greedy eyes upon - 
NS; and with full hope of devouring us, thee made: 
- the morehafteuntous: but with our hearty lances: 
we gave her fuch a welcome,as that thee fell downe 
upon the ground, tuinbling up and downe, and bi. re 
ting the very {now for-anger. Her. Cubbe lecing 
this, by flightefcapedus.. Theweather now was {o 
cold, that longer wee were not able toftay abroad :: 
retiring therefore iaro our Tent, wee fit warmed 
our. {elves ; and then out againe to draw the dead 
Reareinunto us, .Wee flaied her, cut herinto pieces 
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ofa Stone weight or thereabouts , which ferv’d us 
_ forour dinners. Andupon thisBearewefedfome 4 
~ twenty dayes; for thee was very good flefhandbet- * 
' tér than our Venifon. This onely mifchance wee 
~_hadwith her: thatupon the eating of her Liver, 
~ our very skinncs peeled off: for mineownce part, I t 
being ficke before , by eating ofthat Liver, thongh i | 
loft my skinne, yet recovered | my health upon it. _ | 
Shee being fpent, either wee mutt fecke fome 0- q 
ther maate, orelfe fall aboard with eur roaft Veni- a 
fonin the Caske, which we were very loath to doe | 
for feare of famifhing , if fo be that fhould bethus 
Spent, beforethe Flectecame¢ out of England. A- 
~_, mid’ftthefe our feares, it pleafed God to fend divers 
~~ Bearesunto our Tents: fome fortie at leaft, as we ac» 
< counted. Of whichnumber wekill'd feven: That 
isto fay , the fecond of arch one ,the fourth, ano- 
_, thers andche tenth, a wonderfull great Beare , fixe 
foote high at leaft. All which we flayedand roafted 
upon woodden fpits, (having no better kitchen-fur- 
niture than that, and a frying-pan, which'we found 
inthe Fear: ) They wereas good favory meate’, as’ 
any beefe could be. Having thus gotten good ftore 
of fuch foede, weekept not our felves now to fuch: 
ftraight allowance as before ; buteate frequeritly 
two orthree meales a-day : which began to increale 
ftrength and abilitie ofbody inus. 
By this, the cheerfull dayes fo faftincreafed, that: 
. the feverall forts of Fow/es, which hadallthe Wine. 
ter-time avoydedtho/e quarters, began now againe 
ro refort thither , unto their Summer-abiding, “The 


: fixceenth of March, onc of ourtwo Maflive Dogges 
: E 3 went 
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went outef the Tent from. usin thémorning: but 
froutthat day tothis he never more returned tous, 
nor could wee ever heare what was become of him. 
The Fowles that 1 before {pake of ; conftantly ufe 


every Spring time to refort unto that Coaft, being © 
fed to breede there moft abundantly. Their foode _ 


is a certaine kinde of fmall fifhes. Yearely upon 
the. abundant comming of thefe Fowles, the Foxes 
which had all this Winter kept their Burrowcs un- 


derthe Rockes, began now tocome abrosl,and _ 


feeke for their livings. For them wee fet up three 
Trappes like Rat-trappes, and bayredthem with the. 
‘skinnes of thefe Fow/es, which wee had found upon 
the fnow; they falling there in their flight from the 
‘hill whereupon: they bred, towards the Sea. For 
this Fowle, being about the bignefle of a Ducke, hath. 
her legs:placed fo clofe:unto her rumpe, as that 
when theyalight once.upon the land, they are very 
hardly Uf ever) ableto getup againe, by reafonof 


the mifplacing of their legs, andthe weight of their 
bodies;but being inthe water,they raife therafelves 


with their pinions well enough. After wee had 
made Thefe Trappes, andfet them apart one from 


another inthe {now,we caught filtie Foxesin them: 


all which wee roafted, and found verygood meate 


ofthem. Thentookewe a Beares skinne, and lay- 


ing the flefh fide upward, weeimadeSpringes of | 


Whales bone, wherewith wee caughtabout 60.0f < 


thofe Fowles, about the bigneffe of a pigeon.

Staying at home therefore upon the 25; ‘of May, 


we for that day omitted our ordinary cuftome. Our 


order of late(fince the faire weather)was,every day, | 


orevery fecondday,to goeuptothe top of amoun- 
taine ,tofpie if wee could difcérne the water inthe 
’ Sea; whichuntill the day before we had not {eene. 


Arwhichtime, a ftorme of winde comming out of 
the Sea, brake the maine yce within the Sowndz:after 
vvhich, the vvinde comiming Eaffer/y , ‘carried all 


theyce into the Sea’, and cleared the Sownd a great 
vvay , although notneere the fhoare at firft , fecing 
the cleare vvater came not neere our Tent by three 
milesatieaft.. °° * YIg¥ Qed: : 


This 25. of May therefore E vveeall day ftaying
